The official news agency at Berlin 
pays tribute to the valour and skill of the 
crew of a British airplane which encoun- 
tered two German planes off the Island 
of Texel. The two being unable to beat off 
the attacks of their lone assailant, one 
of them rammed it and both fell into the 
sea, 

Fither the Nazi news agency has de- 
veloped a new willingness to admit cour- 
age and efficiency on the part of an 
enemy; or the destruction of a British 
plane-at the cost of a German plane was 
considered an achievement important 
enough to be told about. 

In either case the vaunted superiority 
of the Nazi air force was not apparent in 
the affair. If two German planes can 
neither chase away one British plane nor 
get away from it, there is no mystery 
about the long postponement of the 
threatened air invasion that was going to 
make England another Poland. 


Housing Loan Restrictions 


Beginning with the new year, loans ob- 
tainable under the Dominion Housing Act 
for building new houses will be limited 
to $4,000 each. They will be restricted 
also to single-family houses, apartment 
buildings and duplex houses being no long- 
er projects for which the Government- 
sponsored loans may be secured. 

These restrictions are due to war-time 
demands upon the national credit. So 
heavy are these demands that it is fortun- 
ate the man who wants to put up a house 
for his family to occupy will still be able 
to obtain the money on the easy terms of 
the housing scheme. Multiple-family 
houses and apartment blocks, being com- | 
mercial enterprises, naturally came under | 
the ban when the loaning operations in 
which the public credit is involved had to 
be curtailed somewhere. 

This does not threaten a slackening of 
house-building. either of the single-family 
or the multiple-family type. As war or- 
ders are executed and war money distri- 
buted more widely and in larger amounts, 
‘more families will be able to build houses 
for themselves with the assistance of the 
housing loans, and it wlll be practicable to 
finance the construction of apartment 
buildings without Government help. 


Since housing loans have not been ob- 
tainable in Alberta, the change in the 
regulations will make no difference in this 
«province. That there will be any slowing- 
down of building operations in the other 
provinces is not probable. On the contrary, 
these are likely to speed up as employment 
becomes more general and earnings more 
regular. 


What Might Have Been 


Allied sympathy for the Finns should 
be sharpened by the reflection that Britain 
and France came perilously close to mvit- 
ing the same fate. But for the prudence 
of France, which built the Maginot line 
and kept training its army while Britain 
disarmed and Germany rearmed, English 
and French cities would now lie open to 
Nazi bombers as Helsinki is open to Soviet 
bombers. 

Thanks to France, Britain and the Do- 
minions have been given time to build up 
their fighting forces, in the air, on land 
and sea, until the preponderance of strik- 
ing power is now on the Allied side. But 
the danger should not be forgotten be- 
cause it is past; nor the debt the other 
Allies owe to France for having “kept its 
powder dry” while the others were neglect- 
ing their defences. 

Only months ago, it is pertinent to re- 
member, Czechoslovakia had to be given 
up to destruction, and the Nazi power thus 
allowed to gain strength and prestige for 
further aggression, There is no secret 
about the reason. Britain and the Do- 
minions were not prepared to make a 
stand for international law and order. 
They did nét have the arms. In particular 
they did not have the air furces. 

France saved the day for the Allies and 
democracy, Not only when its army 
moved into the Maginot line three months 
ago and held the enemy, but when in the 
days of delusive peace it built both the 
Maginot line and the army that could hold 
it. But for that, the war might be over 
now, and Goering getting ready to make 
that promised Christmas speech in Lon- 


don, 


German Steamer and Soviet Sub 


A German steamer arrived at a Fin- 
nish port and reported it had been fired 
on by a Russian submarine. As it prob- 
ably carried supplies and munitions for 
the Finns, people in Allied countries may 
be glad for once that an enemy vessel es- 
caped destruction. They may also, with- 
out straining imagination, see in the inci- 
dent a portent of the inevitable clash be- 
tween Germany and the Soviets. Stalin 
is altogether too acquisitive for the con- 
spiracy for plunder to last. 

Already, as the above incident shows, 
German and Soviet interests and sympa- 
thies are in collision. Germany, it is re- 
ported with strong probability of being 
correct, is supplying the Finns with rifles, 
while the Italian axis-partner rather 
boasts having sold them fifty airplanes 
Had Hitler not plunged the country into a 
ruinous war with the Allies, Russia would 
not now be uprooting German commercial 
interests in the Baltic and getting ready 
to do the same in the Balkan peninsula. If 
the Fuehrer’s war could be ended, Ger- 
many would put an end to the Soviet ramp 
in its eastward trading areas. 

It is good guessing that Herr Hitler 
would be more than willing to call off his 
fight with the democracies forthwith and 
thus get a free hand to deal with his too- 
aggressive pal in the east. There is no 
chance of that, for Hitler himself is a 
menace and must be disposed of. One of 
these days it may occur to the German 
people that they had better get rid of him 
before Stalin has grabbed everything in 
eastern and- northern Europe and left 
them without export markets or spheres 
of influence anywhere. 


Editorial Notes 


Col. Lindbergh says, “We must allow 
no invading army to set foot” in North or 
South America, Bermuda or the Hawaiian 
islands. He should tell that to medal-dis- 
tributor Goering and his associates, whose 
submarines have been seen off the New 
England coast and the Florida coast and 
are certainly refueling off the coast of 
Mexico or Brazil. Canada, with all defer- 
ence to the Colonel, is trying to tell these 
gentlemen in the only language they seem 
able to understand. 

Ten new airfields are to be established 
along the routes cf the T.C.A. in Alberta 
for use of the Dominion authorities, the 
province to co-operate by supplying sur- 
veys, engineering facilities and equipment. 
Similar action it is to be supposed is be- 
ing taken in the other western provinces. 
So far as known there is no immediate 
commercial need for the new fields, and 
their establishment may be part of the 
plans for training Empire airmen in Can- 
ada for war work. Whether so or not, they 
will be part of the permanent transporta- 
tion equipment of the west and signify the 
extension of air service that may be looked 
for in the near future.

The Dominions at War 


The advantage to the Allies of the wide-flung 
scheme for Imperial air training and aircraft 
production which will be centralized in Canada 
under Canadian direct®n is scarcely calculable. 
It is intended to train up to 30,000 aireraft per- 
sonnel each year, and the output of machines 
will not be disproportionate, while Canada’s pro- 
duction of every type of arms and munitions 
will not fail in comparison with that of the 
European Allies themselves. And Canada, whose 
first expeditionary forces will reach Europe 
early in the New Year; is only one of the Dom- 
inions now warv'ing in concert with Britain, In 
the last war Australia made only rifles and 
small arms ammunition. This time the Com- 
monwealth is already producing artillery, anti- 
tank, Vickers, Bren and Lewis guns, armored 
cars and all varieties of bombs and shells; Aus- 
tralian factories claim that they can turn out a 
complete air squadron every three weeks; and 
four new coastal sloops for patrol work, mine- 
sweeping and submarine hunting have just been 
laid down. South Africa as well will be fully 
able to defend its own territories. A sum of 
£250,000 is to be raised in the Union to counter 
Nazi propaganda and another £300,000 to furnish 
a cruiser (to be named “South Africa”) for the 
British Navy. These are only the beginnings of 
the evidence that will be given in this war of the 
self-governing Empire’s political and economic 
maturity.—Economist (London). 


A Blackout 


Russia’s murderous attack on Finland—and 
there is no blacker crime in all the blood-stained 
pages of history; Germany at the Nazi worst was 
not more brutal—puts an abrupt end, we should 
Say, to the thought which has found considerable 
Support in the English-speaking countries that 
Communism offers something different and 
better as a way of life, 

This country, and every country, has had its 
pinks and reds who pointed with pride to Soviet 
Russia as an example to the world. There, we 
were told, was a system of government by and 
for the péople; a system which had developed 
a prosperous and contented state, a state con- 
cerned only with world peace and the establish- 
ment of internal order and progress. And many 
good people came to wonder whether possibly 
Soviet Russia was not the answer to our hopes 
of better things for the future. 

Now we have the answer. Communism, as 
Russia shows it in action, is rampant and ruthless 
imperialism such as Czarist Russia never knew, 
Communism is death to the freedom of small 
and inoffensive nations; Communism is naked 
aggression and the worship of brute force; Com- 
munism is unprincipled and vicious and utterly 
without conscience. 

We cannot be indifferent to the lesson of un- 
fortunate Finland; we must be less tclerant of 
Reds and their propaganda, Stalin and his gang 
ef cut-throats have shown us Communism in 
perfect flower. We see it now as a machine in 
operation, not as a theory. Nazi Germany not 
unnaturally finds it possible to praise and com- 
mend the slaughter in Finland for reasons of the 
moment, but everywhere else in the world the 
brazen policy of the Soviet finds condemnation. 
Stalin has aroused a weight of indignation which 
now he can ignore but which effectively puts a 
period to his hateful propaganda.—Ottawa 
Journal.

Sinus trouble, or sinusitis, refers 
to an inflammation of a sinus cavi- 
ty. These cavities are hollow, 
honey-combed spaces within the 
bones of the skull. They are lined 
with a continuation of the mucous 
membrane which lines the nose. 

The different sinuses have been 
given various names, for example, 
the two just above the eyes are 
called the frontal sinuses. The one 
in the cheekbone is often referred 
to, not as a sinus, but as an antrum. 
In addition, there are the ethmoidal 
sinuses and the sphlenoidal, The 
mucus secreted by the lining mem- 
brane of these cavities drains into 
the nose through very small open- 
ings. When a sinus becomes in- 
flamed, its exit-may become shut 
off, in such a manner that mucus 
does not drain. 

Perhaps the easiest way to give 
you a mental picture of these cavi- 
ties is to have you form a picture 
of a series of caves, opening off of 
the inside of the nose. 

The principal symptoms of sinus- 
itis are pain, tenderness, a sense of 
pressure or fullness, and a dis- 
charge of mucus, or of mucus mix- 
ed with pus. 

Inflammation of a frontal sinus 
will prove the cause of an annoy- 
ing pain over the eye or between 
the eyes, whereas when the inflam- 
mation involves the ethmoidal cells, 
or the sphlenoidal sinus, the patient 
is likely to say the ache is situated 
in back of the eyes. Antrum trou- 
ble may cause a pain easily confus- 
ed with facial neuralgia. 

When the frontal sinus is involv- 
ed, the patient usually notices that 


blowing the nose, stooping over, or 
sneezing, is likely to make the pain 
more intense. 

Sinus trouble might be termed an 
“indoor worker's disease,” as many 
of the patients work indoors, at oc- 
cupations calling for brain work in- 
stead of muscular work. They se- 
cure very little sunlight, very little 
exercise, and possibly they overeat 
on starches and sugars, The com- 
|bination of these faulty habits of 
living produces the lowered resist« 
jance which acts as the first cause 
of sinus trouble. 

The second cause is a local cause, 
marked by the invasion of the muc- 
ous membrance lining the sinus, 
with various invaders capable of 
causing the throwing off of pus. 
The purulent stage is therefore the 
result of the body failing to protect 
itself against injurious factors 
which are successfully resisted in 
conditions of normal health.

This is the 17th of a series of 18 articles on the Vanderbilt Club 


Convention. * 


In the Vanderbilt System an infor- , 


mative double of a one or two bid 
shows a stronger hand than a non- 
jump overbid. Asa rule the player 
should double informatively on a 
hand that warrants an original club 
or no trump bid. Such a double 
usually indicates weakness in the 
adverse bid suit, but this is only a 
genezal indication. 

Before doubling informatively al- 
ways consider the probable future 
course of the bidding. The sound- 
ness of a double depends as much 
on th’s as on any other single fac- 
tor. 

If after an opening bid of one 
club there is an adverse overcall of 
two spades, then a double by third 
hand is for penalties. 

Sh-uld the bidding follow this 
line, however: South, 1 club; West, 
1 spade; North, pass; East, pass; and 
South double, the double is for a 
takeout, keeping in mind the prin- 
ciples laid down in the previous 
article, 

Should the bidding follow this se- 
quence; South, 1 no trump; West, 2 
hearts; North, pass; East, pass; 
South double, the double is for pen- 
alties, as ‘the opening bidder has all 
Suits stopped once, and the heart 
suit may be doubly stopped. 

There is also a distinction in the 
meaning of doubles depending upon 
vulnerability and a double of an 


adverse bid over one club may be) 


optional. 

South, 1 club; West, 2 spades; 
North, pass; East, pass; South, dou- 
ble; or South, 1 club; West, 3 or 4 


diamonds; North, pass; East, pass; | 
South, double; or South, 1 club;' 


West, 1 spade; North, pass; East, 2 
| diamonds; South double. 

If the opening side is vulnerable 
the emphasis is on a takeout, If 
vulnerability is equal, the double 
implies a willingness to contract for 
game, while if opponents aré vu)l- 
nerable, and the opening side is not, 
each of the above are optional 
doubles. 

In some vases, of course, the op- 
tion given the partner is extremely 
slight, as for example, where the 
one club bid has been overcalled 
with four diamonds, hands upon 
which the responding hand would 
be justified in finding a further bid 
would be rare indeed. 

Where the bidding has gone: 
South, 1 club; North, 1 diamond, 
there are of course many cases in 
which game may still be reached, 
| despite the announced weakness of 
| the responding hand. Such a bid- 
| ding sequence, however, requires 
| delicacy of treatment if a makable 
| game is to be contracted for, and 
depends in a large measure on the 

possibilities. of distribution as re- 
| vealed in later rounds of the bid- 
| ding. 
| Suffice to say that game will be 
| reached quite frequently if respond- 
ing hand holds 14 tricks, or a‘ Jong 
major suit with about 1 trick in the 
| hand, or even a game in no trump 
| may be reached providing the ree 
| sponder holds no trump distribue 
tion with several queens and jacks. 

Where the response to an opening 
bid of one club is two hearts the 
Tesponse shows a setup suit, Thus 
the negative inference in other posi- 
tive suit responses, as for example, 
one heart over one club, is that the 
suit is not established.

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Martial Law In Prague 


A striking view of some of the 10,000 picked troops of Adolf Hitler's 
Elite Guards, who are now patrolling and garrisoning Prague after 
martial law was clamped down on the Czech city after the execution, 
by a German firing squad, of three additional Czech rebels, including 
two police officers. With 12 alleged Czech ringleaders known to have 
been executed and 120 other Czechs reported slain and 8,000 taken in 
eustody, the martial law proclamation was proclaimed soon after the 
Nazi-controlled Prague radio broadcast an appeal by former Czech 
President Emil Hacha to the people to keep the peace by refraining 
from violent outbreaks against the German authorities. The Elite 
Guards are equipped with field and machine guns to aid them in en- 
forcing the drastic military rule, not only on the former Czech capital, 
but also on outlying towns.

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REATER Germany today is really a big 
country. And despite the handicaps of 
a hemmed-in position, she enjoys too the 
historic advantage of inner lines of de- 
fense. She can concentrate her forces 


quickly, smash with most of her strength 
at almost any country in Europe. 

Five years ago, Germany had only 
180,000 square miles and 60,000,000 people. 
But Adolf Hitler wanted all the Germans 
under one flag, and he wanted “living 
room,” so today Germany counts about 
265,000 square miles of land and about 
97,000,000 people, not including the part of 
Poland under German rule but not an- 
nexed. (That makes Germany nearly a 
tenth as large as the U.S., with seven- 
tenths as many people.) 

Having got most of what he wanted, 
Hitler finds himself at war with Britain 
and France. Anti-Nazi Poles, Czechs and 
Austrians may add to the difficulties of 
waging that war, but from the conquered 
territory come products that help Germany 
endure the British blockade — grain, tim- 
ber, coal and iron from Czechoslovakia; 
hay, timber, coal and iron from Austria; 
coal and grain from Poland. 

Not very rich in either farm land or 
mineral wealth, and cut off from most of 
her oversea sources, Germany must hus- 
band what she has and be forever seeking 
substitutes. Iron and oil are two wartime 
essentials, Germany has been producing 
only 25 per cent of her iron ore needs, but 
she plans to increase that percentage by 
smelting low-grade ores. The work is in 
charge of the Hermann Goering Iron 


Works, which is building two big iron and 
steel plants at Brunswick and Linz — far 
from the great steel and coal centers in 
the Saar and the Ruhr valley, which are 
uncomfortably close to the Western Front. 

To meet her gasoline needs, Germany 
is distilling oil from coal. It takes three- 
fourths of a ton of coal to produce one 
barrel of oil, but she has plenty of coal 
Last year she produced 4,215,000 barrels 
of oil, distilled 13,000,000 more, had to 
import the rest of her 53-million-barrel 
consumption. Now she is building a great 
new distillation plant near Stettin, which 
probably will use some of Poland’s coal. 

Coal, too, helps to produce 25,000 
metric tons of “buna’’—artificial rubber 
a year. Her annual imports of rubber have 
been 90,000 tons; now she is building a 
second “buna” plant. 

Germany’s big forests, augmented by 
the rich timberland of Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia, are important not only for the 
usual wood products but also because from 
wood pulp Germany makes artificial fiber 
for clothes. From synthetic fiber in 1937 
she produced 157,000 metric tons of 
textiles. 

Also of major importance in war time 
is a good commuincation system. To a 
good network of railroads and highways, 
Germany the last few years has been add- 
ing autobahnen, or super-speedways, about 
2,000 miles of which have been completed. 

These roads are about 75 feet wide, 
with a broad strip of parkway do\en the 
middle. Since they are level and run 
through no towns, Germans boast they 
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At an average speed of 40 miles, sol- 
diers can pass a given point at the rate of 
70,000 an hour,
